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Report  of  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department  has  recog- 
nized the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is  a  joint  state 
and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local  authorities  recommend  names  of  per- 
sons to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire 
warden  and  several  other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to 
a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  outside  fires, 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  vdth  snow,  by  issuing  a  written  permit 
for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places 
as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organization 
in  modem  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics.  The  State  also 
provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention 
activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one  of  the 
smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past 
20  years.

4.  Moody,  5.  Jewell,  and  6,  Hammond  Cemeteries. 

The  three  cemetery  trustees  are  announcing  there  are  no  more  lots 
available  for  sale  in  the  1.  Passaconaway,  2.  Canada  Street,  3.  Moody,  and 
4.  Jewell  Cemeteries. 

Our  efforts  this  year  were  mainly  on  putting  the  Hammond  Cemetery 
in  a  usable  condition.  A  formal  drawing  has  been  made  designating  lots, 
paths,  and  roads. 

A  yearly  $2,000.00  expenditure  wall  be  needed  for  a  few  years  to 
make  this  cemetery  a  credit  to  the  Town.  Tliis  year  is  the  first  year  in  any 
of  our  memories  that  capital  funds  are  being  requested  to  build  a  new  ceme- 
tery. The  Hammond  Cemetery  will  soon  be  the  only  one  with  space  avail- 
able. It  is  a  beautiful  location  and  should  cover  the  needs  of  the  town  for 
75  years.  This  amount  would  be  in  addition  to  the  regular  amount  granted 
for  normal  care  and  maintenance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BICENTENNIAL  COMMITTEE 


Albany  is  grateful  to  its  citizens.  With  the  year  1976  drawing  to  a 
close,  it  may  be  a  good  time  to  meditate  on  what  this  Bicentermial  year 
has  meant  to  Albany.  It  brought  one  thing  positive,  a  feeling  of  together- 
ness among  its  townspeople. 

When  the  edict  went  out  that  it  would  be  appreciated  if  at  every 
house  a  flag  would  be  displayed  to  show  the  patriotism  of  the  occupants, 
hardly  a  house  was  without  a  flag  waving  in  the  breeze.  When  help  was 
solicited  in  gathering  information  about  the  old  timers,  Albany's  citizens 
were  helpful.  When  June  6  came,  the  Town  Hall  was  filled  to  capacity 
with  people  waiting  to  witness  the  presentation  of  the  Bicentennial  Flag 
and  Certificate  to  the  town.  The  invocation  by  Rev.  li-ving  Pelsor  followed 
by  the  introduction  of  the  dignitaries;  the  address  by  Mrs.  Edna  Flana- 
gan was  most  enUghtening  regarding  our  history;  the  reading  by  Bruce 
MacKay;  and  the  participation  of  the  audience  singing  the  anthems;  then 
benediction  by  Rev.  Wallace  Downs  closed  tlie  program.  The  social  hour 
with  refreshments  that  followed  made  it  all  a  great  success. 

When  July  4th,  the  Nation's  Birtliday,  arrived,  it  was  the  culmina- 
tion of  Albany's  part  in  celebrating  the  Bicentermial.  It  truly  was  not  as 
colorful  as  that  of  other  N.  H.  towns,  yet  it  was  a  serious  celebration.  At 
2  p.m.  when  Bruce  MacKay  came  to  the  part  in  the  reading  of  the  Dec- 
laration of  Independence  where  Benjamin  Franklin  said:  'Ring  the  darrm 
bell!'  our  Uttle  first  grader,  Aaron  Potter,  tugged  hard  at  the  bell  rope  in 
the  belfry  to  ring  the  bell  that  joined  all  other  bells  across  the  nation  in 
proclaiming  our  Freedom.  That  was  a  thriU  that  hardly  anyone  experiences 
more  than  once  in  a  lifetime.  It  is  certain  young  Aaron  will  remember  that 
day  as  long  as  he  lives. 

The  birthday  cake  was  a  masterpiece  in  the  culinary  art.  It  was  made 
by  one  of  our  teachers,  Mrs.  Anne  Croto,  and  although  she  doesn't  claim 
to  be  a  baker,  this  beautiful  tiered  cake  belies  her  denial.  Luckily  pictures 
were  taken  before  and  after  that  to  prove  her  ability. 

Last  but  not  least,  came  Albany's  lone  project,  'Albany's  Recollec- 
tions': This  long  awaited  town  histoiy  was  a  surprise  to  all  as  no  one 
dreamed  it  would  be  so  well  accepted.  It  was  not  written  in  a  textbook 
style  like  most  histories,  but  in  an  easy  manner  recalling  the  data  of  the 
towTi's  earliest  days.  The  many  pictures  supplied  the  words  missing  in  the 
text  and  gave  us  an  inkling  as  to  what  our  ancestors  had  to  contend  with 
as  well  as  to  make  us  cognizant  of  the  freedom  we  have  enjoyed  this  200 
years. 

Albany  has  tried  in  a  simple  fasliion  to  communicate  its  today's  de- 
sires and  tomonow's  needs,  but  as  to  the  future  of  our  town  —  that  can 
only  be  answered  by  its  citizens  and  that  includes  the  children,  too.
